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History Farm 
Electrification 
In Alberta

It is impossible to say accurately 
just when tarm  clectrification first 
started in Alberta but we know it was 
first provided by small individual 
lighting plants. |While there have 
deen a number of makes on the mark- 
et, we believe the early pioneering 
was done with Delco light plants.Over 
80 years ago, salesmen hauled Delco 
and other Ighting plants all over Al- 
berta in tU.ecir cars to make demon- 


strations at farms and cross-toad 
stores, 

There is still a definite place in farm 
electrification for individual isolated 
plants today. Many farms in Alberta 
are so situated that is virtually im- 
possible, or at least not economically 
feasible, to bring central station ser- 
vice to them. Here consideration must 
be given not only to the prohibitive 
first cost of long lines, but also to 
the high maintenance costs and de- 
precation charges. This would make 
the rate for power so expensive that 
most farmers coould not afford to 
yse the service 

Small lighting plants, supplement- 
od wherever possible with wind charg- 
ers wil] yatovide gtve 4:onomical', 
service for lighting and operation of 
household appliances. Many: of them 
are still being installed every, year. 

Until 25 years ago most cities, 
towns and villages where electric ser 
vice was available received their 
service from local plants. There 
were relatively few transmission lines 
and consequently any farmer wishing 
electric service had either to build a 
line himself from a city, town or 
village, if he lived near one, or obtain 
his service by means of his owin gen- 
erating plant. 

In many of the towns and villages 
service was provided only on a part- 
time basis, The majority of them /1ad 
service during the evening hours from 
dusk until 12 or 1 o’clock at night. In 
gome of the towns service was also 
provided on Monday mornings for 
washing and Tuesday afternoon fot 
froning. However, it was some kina 
of service and very much appreciated, 
though only relatively few people had 
electric washing machines or electric 
irons, 

(Without vision tere can ibe no pro- 
gress. Power Company engincers had 
8 vision of providing central electric 
service for as mucii of Alberta as 
possible. Their vision included the 
possibility of farm clectrificaton. 

“In 1926 Calgary Power staftted to 
branch out to rural Alberta from 
Calgary where it supplied a good part 
of the city’s electric needs from 
plants on the Bow River. The first 
of such lines was constructed from 
Calgary to High River| In 1927 this 
line was extended towards Leth- 
bridge and ‘between then and 1931 
lines were constructed which cover- 
ed Alberta from Milk River in the 
south to Westlock in the north, with 
lateral lines east to Macklin, Sas- 
atchewan; Wainwright, Bassano, 
Taber west to Pincher Creek and 
later Rocky Mountain House 
Nordegg. 

With transmission lines spread al- 
most completely over tie more thick- 
ly populated areas of Alberta it wias 
thought that farm electrification 
would develop quite rapidly. With 
this thought in mind, Calgary Power 
constructed the first comprehensive 
farm electrification area in the pro- 
vince. This was in the vicinity of 
the Vulcan, Ensign and Brant area, 
The experiment proved to be a fail- 
ure, At least, the enthusiasm of the 
farmers supplied was mucti less than 
was expected, 

There have been many theories ad- 
vanced as to why rural electrification 
did not develop along with, and at 
the same time as the original trans- 
mission Tine s, One _ theory 
was that the costs were too high, but 
that is not true. Many schemes to 
encovrage farm electrification were 
tried and individual farmers were of- 
fered service for a total construction 
gost of less than $100, but only a few 
accepted the offer. It is now gener- 
ally felt that farmers were not ready 
- to accept tie benefits of electric ser- 
vice because they did not realize how 
electric service could increase farm 
production, Consumer demand, like 
public vpinion ,must lead the way. 

Over the next ten years many pro- 
motional schemes wiere tried to en- 
courage farmers to take service and

B.C. Fruit Growers Use 
Shotguns To Fertilize Trees 


\ PENTICTON, B.C.—As far as fruit farmers are concerned, the 
birds and bees are obsolete. Farmers in British Columbia's Okan- 
agan valley now fertilize their trees by shotgun. It’s not as silly 
as it sounds. From about 10 feet, the marksman fires a shell con- 
taining one-fiftieth of an ounce of pollen from a standard 12 
gauge shotgun. The pollen then settles on the blossoms and fer- 


tilizes them. 

Lawrence Bartlett, distributor for 
the pollen in B.C., said about five 
times as much pollen is being used 


this year as last. It follows relaxa- 
tion of regulations which formerly 
made it difficult to get the pollen 
because of the disease hazard. The 
pollen is gathered mostly in Cali- 
fornia and Oregon. 

One orchardist with 150 acres here 
will discharge 600 shells at cherries, 
delicious and winesap apples, D'Anjou 
and Barlett pears and Hale peaches. 
Some apricots and plums will be pol- 
linated artificially this year.

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The broadcast followed a busy round 
of community visits. 

Most of the speech was delivered 
in English, Other parts were in 
Dutch, a special message to Dutch 
immigrants who have made their 
home in Canada, and in French, in 
praise of the spirit of French-speak- 
ing Canadians, 

The text follows: 

“Friends in Canada. 

“I am happy to be in your coun- 
try again and to extend to you the 
greetings of the people of The Neth- 
erlands, 

“Personally I am happy, too. How 
memories can be reality once more! 
and how can this thing, called time, 
suddenly yield to remembrance, as 
though there have been no years in 
between! 

“Moreover, so much‘ of what time 
brushes aside remains alive and up 
to date. And this certainly is the 
case as regards the kind of alliance 
we had in the years of the war, — 

“Many of you were as much at 
home in my country, as I felt in 
yours, 

“I think the cause of this really 
is that both Canadians and Dutch- 
men know how to sacrifice hearth 
and home for the common good. 

“Your warm hospitality has left 
such an indelible mark upon me, that, 
whenever I look back on it, I see a 
picture of the future which is of 
great benefit for us all. What I see 
ds this: that distress is bearable so 
much better-in union, than apart, in 
separateness, 

“Therefore, I marvel when think- 
ing that God has ordained it thus 
for mankind, that, in sharing each 
other's burdens, a strong unity can 
be built up as a fighting force, which 
opens new points of view for possi- 
bilities in every direction. In His 
creation the human viewpoints are 
always dependent on Him! 

“There is enough to find in your 
nation and people to base this belief 
on—such as your hospitableness for 
those who immigrate, an all-round 
hospitality which will link many 
things which still need linking. 

“When I say a few words to my 
countrymen here, I would, like to 
say this: , 

(Queen Juliana’ then 
Dutch), 

“However long you may be living 
here, the people around you will con- 
tinue to see Holland in you and will 
continue to judge it by you.

Prince Albert 
Logical Location 
For Pulp Mill 


PRINCE ALBERT, Sask.—A pro- 
vincial governments source said an 
expansion and development program 
for Prince Albert, resulting from the 
tentatively proposed construction of 
a pulpwood mill here, might include 
construction of an additional sub- 
urban town, 

C, R, Chistie, forester with the re- 
sources department, said foresters of 
the district believe Prince Albert is 
the most logical location for estab- 
lishment of a pulpwood mill in Sask- 
atchewan, 

Possible site for the mill would be 
in the city’s east end.

lars each, But the wolverine had 
come along and smashed tHe Stoney’s 
log pen to reach the prize, and scat- 
tered bits of marten fur told the rest 
of the story. The  vicious-jawed

All along the trap-line the story 
was the same.

| bridge, but Ahere was little concen- 
trated effort at speed. The plan then 
was to have the sappers construct 
the bridge over a period of five years, 

There was no priority for either 
men or materials and the company, 
being a mobile unit, was unable to 
spend much time on the project, their 
services being required for mainte- 
nance elsewhere. 

In November, 1950, Maj. Black ar- 
rived at the Donjek and the follow- 
ing summer's floods resulted in the 
bridge getting priority with orders to 
complete it without further delay. 

When completed, the Donjek 
bridge, largest bridge-building proj- 
ect undertaken by an army force, 
will replace seven wooden trestles 
which each year have been threaten- 
ed by floodwaters. The bridge also 
will cut out a section of the highway 
dotted with treacherous curves and 
poor grades, 

Before approaches to the bridge 
could be opened, the engineers, using 
very little explosive, had to cut 
through permafrost and remove ob- 
stacles which tested the strength of 
high-powered bulldozers and scrapers. 
In many instances steam had to be 
fed underground to soften the sur- 
face before a cut could be made in 
the ground, 

Some 1,200 tons of steel and hun- 
dreds of tons of concrete are being 
used, 

The bridge will be opened about 
June 15 as a permanent part of the 
Alaska highway near mile 1130. 

“Nothing has been easy up here in 
the frozen north, but many of my 
men would stay on another year if 
they were required,” says Maj. Black, 
“Many of course are looking: forward 
to a tour of duty in a more southerly 
clime,

electrically minded and could not be 
persuaded, Before the war, although 
Calgary Power had approximately 
2,500 miles of transmission line in 
operation, less than 400 farmers had 
been persuaded to take service. The 
condition extended all over Canada 
and especially in Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan. $ 
In the later period of tite war a 
great emphasis was laid on peak pro- 
duction of agricultural products. Be- 
cause of the’ shortage of manpower 
for farm help, the many tasks which 
could be done by c ectrical motors 
and appliances became more and 
more apparent to an increasing num- 
ber of farmers, who wished to obtain 
the labor saving advantages of 
electric service, 
* In all plans of reconstruction pro- 
grams after the war farm electrifi- 
cation ‘had high priority on every list.

The Canadian Pacific is the largest 
privately owned railroad in the world. 

More than 12,000 pounds of alumin-

In the year 1951 ,Canada counted 
more than 2,500,000 automobiles on 
the road, including 600,000 trpcks. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway cov- 
ers some 17,000 miles, compared with 
13,100 for the Atcheson, Topeka ang 
Santa Fe, biggest American cerrier, 


resentatves to the United States to 
observe at first hand the work being 
carried out there by rural electrificad- 
tion co-operative associations, Plans 
and developments in other parts of 
Canada were’ also studied. From 
these observations and the facts re- 
vealed in various reports, it was de- 
cided a survey would have to be 
made to determine the extent of farm 
electrification which could be carried 
out in Alberta and that might be 
considered economically feasible. 

In 1943 Andrew Stewart now pres- 
ident of the University of Alberta, 
was engaged by the provincial gov- 
ernment to make a report to the Re- 
search Council of Alberta on the 
possibilities of rural eletrifiation in 
this province. He made a very com- 
prehensive study of this subject with 
the help of members of various de 
vartments of the government, mem- 
bers of he engineering staffs of the 
power companies and others,
